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ANNUAL  REPORT 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  present  my  report  for  1969.  The  estimated  population 
figure  is  now  73,700  as  against  73,940  for  1968. 

The  live  birth  rate  is  15.2  per  1,000  population  as  against  14.82 
for  1968.  The  yearly  figures  are  given  later.  The  infant  mortality  rate 
is  20,  representing  a total  of  22  infant  deaths  under  one  year  of  age, 
out  of  a total  of  1,119  live  births. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  pregnancy  or  whooping  cough  during 
the  year.  The  table  later  in  the  report  shows  one  death  from  measles. 
The  child  involved  also  suffered  from  other  complaints  which  played 
a contributory  part  in  the  outcome.  However,  measles  is  troublesome 
because  of  its  complications  and  four  children  were  admitted  to 
hospital  out  of  a total  of  I 12  cases  notified.  Immunisation  to  prevent 
this  disease  is  now  available. 

A total  of  31  persons,  26  males  and  5 females,  died  from  cancer 
of  the  lung,  as  against  32  last  year.  This  is  approximately  a quarter  of 
all  the  deaths  from  cancer  of  all  types. 

An  Inquiry  into  the  No.  12  Smoke  Control  Order  at  Winger- 
worth  was  held  on  the  18th  November,  1969.  Further  details  appear 
later  in  the  report  but  it  is  appropriate  here  to  draw  attention  to 
the  view  of  Sir  Kenneth  Hutchison,  President  of  the  National 
Society  of  Clean  Air,  expressed  in  his  Presidential  Address:  “It  is 
very  difficult  to  persuade  people  living  near  to  large  industrial 
complexes  that  the  small  contribution  from  their  own  fireplace 
matters.” 

The  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  has  been  responsible  for 
inaugurating  on  one  of  the  collection  rounds,  a system  of  refuse 
collection  whereby  the  householder  uses  a disposable  paper  sack  in 
place  of  a dustbin.  This  has  been  successful  and  is  a welcome  advance 
in  the  hygiene  of  the  district. 

Mr.  G.  Yates,  a pupil  public  health  inspector,  qualified  during 
the  year  and  obtained  employment  with  Sheffield  C.B.C.,  as  there 
were,  unfortunately,  no  vacancies  here  at  the  time. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  members  of  the  Council  and  the 
professional  and  clerical  staff  for  their  help  and  co-operation 
throughout  the  year.

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WATER  SUPPLY 


Throughout  the  year  routine  bacteriological  examinations  were 
carried  out  on  seventy-two  samples  of  drinking  water  taken  from 
the  mains  supply.  The  Water  Board  was  informed  of  unsatisfactory 
results. 

The  supplying  authority  to  the  area  is  the  North  Derbyshire 
Water  Board. 

All  sources  are  chlorinated  and  where  necessary  more  compre- 
hensive treatment  is  employed.  Distribution  is  from  covered  service 
reservoirs.  The  resultant  quality  of  supplied  water  is  bacteriologically 
satisfactory. 

The  quantity  proved  generally  adequate,  but  for  part  of  the 
year  a restriction  on  the  use  of  hosepipes  was  imposed. 

Chemical  and  Bacteriological  analyses  are  carried  out  in  the 
Board’s  laboratories.  All  raw,  treated  and  distributed  waters  are 
examined  at  least  monthly.  The  number  of  examinations  involved 
in  1969  being: —

Bacteriological  results  on  treated  waters  have  been  consistent 
with  standards  laid  down  by  the  then  Ministry  of  Health.  Chemical 
results  in  view  of  the  number  of  water  sources  involved  vary  con- 
siderably with  location,  and  approximate  extremes  of  variation 
are: — 

pH 6 0—  90 

Alkalinity  (CaCo3) 10  — 250  mg/I. 

Total  Hardness  (CaCo3)  ...  30  — 400  mg/I.

The  treated  waters  in  the  area  have  given  rise  to  no  concern  on 
the  grounds  of  plumbo  solvency,  and  analyses  on  the  supply  water 
at  source,  in  distribution  and  after  overnight  standing  in  lead  service 
pipes  have  yielded  figures  within  the  recently  revised  acceptable 
lead  concentration. 

The  number  of  houses  connected  during  the  year  was  381. 

Work  on  the  Manton  Scheme  continued  throughout  the  period. 

2,988  yards  of  main  were  laid  for  housing  developments. 

Before  being  brought  into  service  all  newly  laid  mains  were 
washed  out,  sterilised  and  samples  examined  to  ensure  satisfactory 
bacteriological  and  physical  results  were  obtained. 

No  action  was  necessary  in  respect  of  any  other  form  of  post 
treatment  contamination. 

The  waters  were  monitored  to  detect  any  excessive  amounts  of 
radioactive  substances. 

Monthly  reports  of  current  bacteriological  and  physical  results 
were  forwarded  to  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health.

SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL 

The  Engineer  has  furnished  the  following  report: — 

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Purification  Works 

(a)  Works  completed 

New  Higham  Sewer  Renewal 

This  sewer  replaced  the  existing  sewer  which  had  been 
damaged  by  mining  subsidence  and  provides  a diversion  round 
dwellings  now  under  construction. 

Marsh  Lane  Sewer  and  Pumping  Station 

A submersible  pump  and  rising  main  have  been  installed  to 
replace  a septic  tank  serving  a small  area  at  Marsh  Lane, 
Eckington.  The  rising  main  delivers  into  the  main  drainage 
system. 

Long  Duckmanton  Surface  Water  Sewer 

The  surface  water  sewer  at  Long  Duckmanton  has  been 
extended  to  a more  satisfactory  outfall. 

Minor  Improvements  to  Sewage  Works 

Minor  works  have  been  completed  at  Barlow  Sewage 
Works  and  at  Shirland  Sewage  Works  to  improve  sludge 
handling  facilities. 

(b)  Contracts  Let  or  Orders  Given 

Doe  Hill  Sewer  Extension 

A sewer  extension  is  to  be  constructed  at  Morton  to  serve 
a few  properties  in  Morton  and  in  Blackwell  Rural  District  not 
previously  connected  to  main  drainage. 

Holmewood  Surface  Water  Sewer  Stage  II 

This  sewer  now  nearing  completion  will  extend  the  surface 
water  sewer  provided  in  Stage  I up  to  a point  where  it  will 
serve  new  housing  development  at  Williamthorpe  and  remove 
the  risk  of  flooding. 

Minor  Improvements  to  Sewage  Works 

Reconstruction  of  a filter  at  Holmesfield  Sewage  Works, 
together  with  improvements  to  the  dosing  arrangements  and 
the  provision  of  safety  hand-rails  are  under  construction. 

Improvements  to  storm  tank  sludge  emptying  arrangements 
are  nearing  completion  at  Wheeldon  Mill  Works. 

A sludge  thickening  tank  and  improvements  to  a sludge 
bed  are  to  be  constructed  at  Wessington  Sewage  Works. 

Tertiary  treatment  by  way  of  grass  plots  is  under  con- 
struction at  Unstone  Sewage  Works. 

Southern  Area  Composting  Scheme  Stage  II 

Work  is  in  hand  to  extend  the  compost  stacking  area,  alter 
the  rejects  discharge  conveyors  and  provide  vacuum  cleaning 
equipment. 
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(c)  Contracts  to  be  Let 

Renishaw  Sewage  Works  Reconstruction 

Tenders  will  shortly  be  invited  for  the  complete  recon- 
struction and  enlargement  of  this  sewage  works  to  allow  for 
increase  in  flow,  additional  housing  and  industrial  development. 
Cutthorpe,  South  Terrace  Sewer  Extension 

This  sewer  extension  will  serve  three  houses  which  are 
being  improved. 

(d)  Schemes  awaiting  Ministry  Approval 

Westwood  Brook  Sewage  Purification  Scheme  Stage  IA 

Sludge  storage  and  thickening  tanks  are  to  be  provided 
together  with  a macerating  pump  so  that  the  sludges  from 
other  sewage  works  can  be  brought  to  Westwood  Brook  for 
dewatering  on  the  Sludge  Concentrator. 

Three  sludge  drying  beds  are  to  be  installed  for  use  in 
emergencies. 

(e)  Schemes  in  Course  of  Preparation 

Danesmoor  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Pumping  Scheme. 

Eckington  Private  Development  Sewers. 

Wingerworth  Development  Sewers. 

Musterbrook  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Purification  Scheme. 
Tupton  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Purification  Scheme. 

Brimington,  Station  Yard  Sewerage  and  Sewage  Pumping  Scheme.

Ashover  Sewer  Improvements. 

The  following  changes  have  occurred  during  the  year  at 
industrial  establishments: — 

J.  A.  Henderson  & Co.  (Cartons)  Limited  have  built  a large  transit 
warehouse  at  Pilsley  Road,  Danesmoor  in  the  Parish  of  Pilsley. 
Coalite  and  Chemical  Products  Limited  have  built  a large  main- 
tenance garage  adjacent  to  their  works  at  Buttermilk  Lane, 
Duckmanton. 

Ross  and  Catherall  Limited  have  carried  out  further  factory 
extensions  and  a laboratory  block  at  Forge  Lane,  Killamarsh. 
Tarmac  Limited  have  constructed  a replacement  tarmacadam 
plant  at  Renishaw. 

The  Renishaw  Iron  Co.  Limited.  Following  the  closure  of  the 
blast  furnaces  the  foundry  side  of  these  works  is  being  developed 
and  an  amenities  block  has  been  erected. 

Thos.  Beighton  & Sons  Limited  have  extended  their  offices  at 
Station  Road,  Brimington. 

The  National  Coal  Board.  Various  works  have  been  carried  out  at 
Arkwright  Colliery,  Arkwright  Town  and  High  Moor  Colliery, 
Killamarsh  to  expand  these  collieries  and  absorb  miners  from 
collieries  in  the  locality  which  are  closing. 

The  Riding  School,  Holmesfield.  A large  indoor  riding  school 
has  been  opened  in  Holmesfield  by  Mr.  K.  Francis.

Domestic  Smoke  Control 


When  the  Domestic  Smoke  Control  survey  of  Wingerworth 
commenced,  it  was  thought  probable  that  the  existence  of  the 
Avenue  Coking  & Chemical  Plant  at  Wingerworth  would  create 
difficulties.  Although  this  plant  falls  within  the  provisions  of  the 
Alkali  etc.  Works  Regulation  Acts  and  consequently  is  no  legal 
concern  of  the  Local  Authority,  it  was  understandable  that  the 
residents  turned  to  the  Council  with  their  complaints  and  the 
council  have  always  accepted  an  interest  in  pollution  problems,  on 
environmental  health  grounds.  The  Smoke  Control  Order  No.  12 
was  made  by  the  Council  on  the  7th  June,  1969  and  subsequently 
submitted  to  the  Ministry.  Many  formal  objections  were  made  by 
residents  in  the  Derby  Road  and  Nottingham  Drive  area. 


A Ministry  Inquiry  was  held  on  the  18th  November,  1969  at 
which  the  residents’  case  was  submitted.  As  expected,  the  evidence 
was  based  almost  exclusively  upon  the  proximity  of  and  the  emissions 
from  the  Plant,  and  witnesses  admitted  that  they  had  no  objections 
to  the  making  of  a Smoke  Control  Order  as  such.  Their  grievance 
was  that  the  Plant  was  exempt  from  Smoke  Control  Order 
legislation. 


It  had  been  hoped  that  a Ministry  decision  in  connection  with 
Wingerworth  would  be  given  early  in  1970  but  difficulties  associated 
with  the  availability  of  solid  smokeless  fuel  have  undoubtedly  been 
responsible  for  the  delay  in  this  respect. 


Although  complete  written  assurances  were  sought  and  given 
to  the  Council  by  all  fuel  producers  before  Smoke  Control  Orders 
were  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  confirmation  fears  regarding  the 
availability  of  open  fire  fuels  existed  during  the  early  Autumn  of 
1969.  Enquiries  made  to  the  N.C.B.  and  the  Ministry  of  Power 
produced  favourable  assurances,  but  as  the  winter  period  commenced 
complaints  were  received  not  only  in  respect  of  Coalite  but  also  of 
Sunbrite  supplies.  Repeated  approaches  to  the  N.C.B.  and  to  the 
Solid  Smokeless  Fuels  Federation  have  proved  fruitless,  although  I 
am  assured  that  every  effort  will  be  made  to  increase  supplies  to 
the  Chesterfield  Area. 


It  has  been  known  for  some  considerable  time  that  technological 
changes  in  the  Gas  Industry,  following  the  discovery  of  North  Sea 
Gas,  would  result  in  a reduction  in  coke  production.  It  was  not 
envisaged,  however,  that  the  run  down  of  gas  retorts  would  be  so 
rapid  and  fuel  producers  are  now  finding  it  impossible  to  make

good  this  deficiency  and  at  the  same  time  fulfil  their  commitments 
to  Local  Authorities  for  smoke  control  purposes.  Delays  associated 
with  the  construction  of  new  plant  has  also  contributed  to  the  supply 
difficulties.  It  is  a sad  and  disappointing  story  for  all  who  have  smoke 
control  at  heart. 


In  order  to  avoid  hardship  to  householders  during  the  winter 
heating  period  discussions  were  held  with  the  Ministry  and  these 
resulted  in  the  suspension  of  all  the  Council’s  Smoke  Control  Orders. 
The  suspension  terminated  on  the  30th  April,  1970.  Indications  are 
that  little  improvement  in  the  overall  position  can  be  expected 
before  1971. 


All  the  Sunbrite  the  Council  would  require  to  complete  its 
Smoke  Control  Programme  is  produced  within  the  District.  It 
seems  ironic  that  these  supplies  cannot  be  made  available  locally.

It  should  be  noted  that  the  last  confirmation  received  from  the 
Ministry  was  in  respect  of  the  Hasland  area  on  31st  January,  1968. 
A considerable  delay  in  dealing  with  the  Council’s  Smoke  Control 
Programme  is  now  evident  and  an  extension  of  the  programme  is 
now  unavoidable. 


N.C.B.  Estate,  Brimington 

In  my  last  Annual  Report  reference  was  made  to  the  N.C.B. 
Housewarmer  which  was  to  be  installed  in  the  C.I.H.A.  houses  at 
Brimington.  This  appliance  has  been  developed  by  the  Board  and  is 
a down  draught  coal  burning  appliance,  designed  to  give  a space 
heating  output  of  9,000  B.Th.U./hour  and  a maximum  boiler  output 
of  15,000  B.Th.U./hour.  It  is  now  the  subject  of  The  Smoke  Control 
Areas  (Exempted  Fireplaces)  Order  1969  and  is,  therefore,  exempt 
from  the  provisions  of  Section  I I of  the  Clean  Air  Act  1956,  subject 
to  certain  conditions  regarding  installation  and  operation.  This 
project  was  completed  in  1969,  but  unfortunately  was  followed  by 
many  complaints  regarding  inadequacy  of  space  and  water  heating. 
Complaints  of  condensation  were  also  numerous  but  these  would 
have  arisen  even  if  a conventional  solid  fuel  appliance  had  been 
installed. 

Innumerable  visits,  discussions  and  investigations  have  been 
made  by  the  staff  of  my  Department,  and  it  is  felt  that  considerable 
investigation  into  the  ability  of  this  appliance  and  in  particular  to 
the  system  as  a whole,  is  warranted.  Following  further  complaints 
by  residents,  the  estate  has  been  visited  by  Lord  Robens  and  a full 
investigation  has  been  promised.  It  is  understood  that  this  is  at 
present  in  progress. 
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Industrial  and  Commercial  Premises 


During  1969  six  notifications  under  Section  3 Clean  Air  Act 
1956  were  received,  stating  the  intention  to  install  furnaces.  Of 
these,  four  were  in  respect  of  oil  installations,  one  in  respect  of 
gas,  and  one  involving  solid  fuel.  In  the  latter  case,  an  application  for 
“prior  approval”  was  also  made. 


Avenue  Coking  and  Chemical  Plant,  Wingerworth 

It  is  significant  that  since  the  Ministry  Inquiry  held  on  the  18th 
November,  1969  no  complaints  have  been  received  from  Winger- 
worth  residents  in  respect  of  pollution  from  the  Plant  at  Winger- 
worth.  This  does  not  indicate  that  no  nuisance  now  exists  but  rather 
that  the  complaints  which  were  made  in  1968/9  were  stimulated  by 
the  Council's  proposal  to  make  a Smoke  Control  Order. 

Nevertheless,  negotiations  between  the  N.C.B.  and  this  Depart- 
ment have  continued  and  at  a meeting  held  on  the  12th  September, 
1969  with  representatives  of  the  N.C.B.  and  the  British  Coke 
Research  Association  it  was  agreed  that  the  staff  of  B.C.R.A.  carry 
out  an  independent  investigation  into  pollution  within  close 
proximity  of  the  Plant.  This  has  since  been  commenced  and  a recent 
examination  of  the  current  position  indicates  that  the  deposit  of 
undissolved  solid  matter  has  diminished  considerably  since  October, 
1969,  although  no  material  change  in  the  practices  at  the  Plant  has 
been  adopted.  The  main  sources  of  pollution  present  extremely 
difficult  technical  problems  which  occur  wherever  carbonisation  of 
coal  is  carried  out,  hence  the  control  by  the  Alkali  Acts.  I am  assured, 
however,  that  research  into  these  problems  continues,  particularly 
as  far  as  oven  discharging  practices  are  concerned.  It  has  been 
agreed  that  the  investigations  being  carried  out  by  B.C.R.A.  will 
continue  and  the  matter  fully  re-appraised  after  a year’s  work. 


Measurement 

(a)  Deposit  Gauge  and  Lead  Peroxide  Methods 

The  deposit  gauge  method  of  measuring  atmospheric  pollution 
is  still  in  use  at  various  sites  throughout  the  Council’s  area,  and  the 
readings  for  1969  are  indicated  on  the  attached  graphs. 

The  lead  peroxide  method  of  measuring  S.O.2  also  continues, 
although  this  is  now  limited  to  the  Hasland  and  Wingerworth  areas, 
the  gauges  at  Renishaw  and  Barlow  having  been  discontinued. 

(b)  Volumetric  Methods 

Volumetric  methods  of  measurment  continue  at  Eckington  and 
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Brimington  and  in  my  previous  report  indications  of  the  quarterly 
and  yearly  average  concentrations  for  Smoke  and  S.O.2  were  given. 
Similar  readings  for  1969  are  indicated  below.

The  Public  Health  Department  manages  a Council  owned 
caravan  site  which  can  accommodate  46  vans.  The  site  is  provided 
with  hard  standings,  anchorages,  drainage,  ablution  blocks,  hot  and 
cold  water,  washing  facilities,  communal  television  aerial,  street 
lighting  and  individual  connection  boxes.

Slaughterhouses  and  Meat  Inspection 

One  of  the  six  licensed  private  slaughterhouses  was  voluntarily 
put  out  of  use  during  the  year.  The  remaining  five  premises  were 
regularly  inspected  to  ensure  compliance  with  the  Slaughterhouses 
(Hygiene)  Regulations  1958-66  and  the  Slaughter  of  Animals 
(Prevention  of  Cruelty)  Regulations  1958. 

The  control  of  hours  of  slaughter  (which  came  into  effect  in 
1968)  has  in  practice  resulted  in  little  inconvenience  to  the  users  of 
slaughterhouses  but  has  inevitably  involved  the  Department  in 
additional  work,  fortunately  only  a small  proportion  being  done 
outside  normal  office  hours. 

The  total  number  of  animals  slaughtered  fell  by  2,159  to  15,701 
a decrease  of  12-14%.  This  was  accounted  for  by  the  fall  in  the 
number  of  sheep  and  lambs  — 1,825  (16-70%)  and  pigs  — 469 
(13-36%).  The  number  of  calves  fell  by  12  (15-18%)  whereas  the 
number  of  “clean”  cattle  slaughtered  increased  by  25  (0-86%)  and 
cows  by  93  (20-48%).  For  the  first  year  since  the  meat  inspection 
service  was  inaugurated  not  one  bovine  was  found  to  be  affected 
by  tuberculosis. 

The  total  weight  of  meat  and  offal  registered  as  unfit  for  human 
consumption  was  six  tons  fourteen  cwts.  fifty  lbs. 

The  Meat  (Sterilization)  Regulations  1969  came  into  operation  on 
1st  November,  1969.  This  legislation  requires  that  all  unfit  meat  from 
slaughterhouses  or  any  meat  from  knackers  yards  must  be  sterilized 
at  the  premises,  removed  in  a locked  container  or  vehicle  marked 
“Meat  — Unfit  for  Human  Consumption”  (Staining  of  meat  is  no 
longer  acceptable  as  an  alternative  to  sterilization). 

Knackers  Yards 

Two  knackers  yards  were  again  in  use  throughout  the  year. 
These  were  regularly  inspected  and  found  to  be  satisfactory  on 
each  occasion. 

During  the  year,  the  Council’s  Byelaws  were  approved  and 
brought  into  operation,  thus  strengthening  our  control  over  these 
premises. 

Other  Foods 

Twenty-nine  visits  were  made  in  connection  with  the  examina- 
tion of  foodstuffs  and  over  five  hundredweight  of  food  was  found 
to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption.  This  was  all  voluntarily 
surrendered  and  destroyed. 
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The  following  complaints  concerning  foodstuffs  were  dealt  with 
during  the  year: — 

Carton  of  Corn  Flakes  allegedly  containing  glass. 

(This  was  proved  to  be  carton  glue). 

Tin  of  tomatoes  containing  small  ‘worms.’ 

(These  proved  to  be  germinating  seeds). 

Tinned  meat  loaf  bearing  mould  growth. 

Fried  fish  cake  containing  a parasitic  worm. 

Dirty  and  damaged  milk  bottles. 

Potato  crisps  containing  jute  fibres. 

Potato  crisps  with  purple  colouration. 

Potato  crisps  not  adequately  cooked. 

Loaf  of  bread  with  mould  growth. 

Loaf  of  bread  containing  a moth. 

Date  and  Walnut  loaf  containing  a nail. 

It  was  decided  to  institute  legal  proceedings  only  in  respect  of 
the  last  mentioned  case  and  this  has  yet  to  be  heard  by  the  court. 

Ice  Cream 

Due  to  the  difficulty  of  obtaining  “dry  ice”  only  one  sample  of 
ice  cream  was  taken  during  the  year.  This  proved  to  be  satisfactory 
on  bacteriological  examination. 

Food  Hygiene  (Premises) 

The  high  standard  of  premises  was  maintained  throughout  the 
year,  each  establishment  receiving  at  least  one  general  inspection. 
Several  minor  contraventions  of  the  Food  Hygiene  (General) 
Regulations,  I960  were  observed  but  in  each  case  these  were  quickly 
remedied  without  recourse  to  formal  action. 

Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery  Vehicles) 

Several  visits  were  made  to  the  small  market  within  the  district. 
Apart  from  a few  minor  contraventions,  each  of  the  eight  stalls  were 
found  to  comply  with  the  Food  Hygiene  (Markets,  Stalls  and  Delivery 
Vehicles)  Regulations,  1966.  Every  opportunity  was  used  to  examine 
hawkers’  vehicles  and  although  most  of  these  were  found  to  comply 
with  the  Regulations,  because  of  the  weakness  of  this  legislation, 
the  majority  of  vehicles  can  never  be  regarded  as  satisfactory. 
Legal  proceedings  were  instituted  in  respect  of  two  unsatisfactory 
vehicles.  The  first,  a retail  bakers  van,  without  hot  water,  soap  or  a 
nailbrush,  resulted  in  fines  and  advocates  fee  totalling  £27  7s.  Od. 

The  second  case  concerned  an  ice-cream  vending  vehicle  which 
was  generally  dirty,  had  no  supply  of  hot  water,  clean  towels  or 
nailbrush  and  no  first  aid  materials.  Fines  and  advocates  fee  totalling 
£30  were  imposed. 
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Education 


Two  courses  of  lectures  for  food  handlers  were  held  during  the 
year.  These  were  all  attended  by  persons  of  all  age  groups  and  from 
many  branches  of  the  food  industry.  In  all,  sixty-one  students 
successfully  completed  the  courses.  Over  the  past  four  years  over 
three  hundred  food  handlers  have  attended  courses  of  education  in 
hygiene  and  it  is  my  belief  that  this  work,  which  is  done  outside 
office  hours,  has  had  a considerable  effect  on  the  standard  of  food 
hygiene  within  the  district  and  it  is  hoped  may  have  made  some 
contribution  to  the  drop  in  the  number  of  intestinal  infections 
reported. 

Again,  several  talks  on  the  subject  of  food  hygiene  were  given 
to  local  organisations  — mainly  women’s  groups. 


Food  Poisoning  and  Dysentery 


Sixteen  cases  of  sonne  dysentery  were  investigated  during  the 
year,  involving  seven  families  and  the  submission  of  fifty-nine  faecal 
specimens  for  laboratory  examination. 

Twenty-eight  cases  of  food  poisoning  were  notified  and  investi- 
gated. These  included  nineteen  cases  in  an  outbreak  at  a public 
school  for  boys  which  was  subsequently  proved  to  be  of  viral  origin. 
The  remaining  nine  cases  were  proved  to  be  food-borne,  various 
types  of  salmonellae  were  involved.  Five  cases  of  non-specific  enteritis 
were  investigated  and  each  of  these  was  proved  to  be  of  non  bacterial 
origin. 

A total  of  one  hundred  and  sixty-five  visits  were  made  to 
investigate  alimentary  infections  and  two  hundred  and  twenty-four 
faecal  specimens  were  submitted  for  laboratory  examinations.

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Milk  Sampling  — Brucellosis 

Four  series  of  samples  were  taken  from  the  thirty-seven 
producer/retailer  herds  within  the  district.  Nine  cows  were  found 
to  be  excreting  the  brucella  organism  in  their  milk.  Four  of  these 
animals  were  sent  for  slaughter  and  five  were  isolated  on  the  farm, 
their  milk  being  sent  for  pasteurisation. 

No  orders  requiring  pasteurisation  of  milk  were  made. 

All  samples  were  taken  from  the  mornings  milk,  necessitating 
over  one  hundred  hours  of  work  outside  normal  office  hours. 


Licensed  Premises 

The  number  of  licensed  premises  within  the  district  (161) 
remains  the  same  as  for  1968.  Although  at  sixteen  premises  the 
sanitary  accommodation  is  external,  at  only  two  premises  can  this 
be  deemed  to  be  unsatisfactory  within  the  terms  of  present 
legislation. 

During  the  year  internal  toilets  were  provided  at  two  public 
houses,  existing  external  accommodation  was  improved  at  two  others 
and  schemes  of  improvement  are  anticipated  in  respect  of  the  two 
premises  with  unsatisfactory  external  toilets. 

Since  the  formation  of  the  Food  Section,  thirty-one  premises 
have  had  new  internal  sanitary  accommodation  provided  (seventeen 
of  these  premises  have  had  large  scale  improvements).  Six  have  had 
improvements  to  existing  internal  toilets  and  ten  have  been  provided 
with  satisfactory  external  accommodation.  This  is  apart  from 
improvements  secured  to  premises  within  the  area  now  within  the 
City  of  Sheffield.
